Telegraph Operators Are Fel- 
low-Servants of Firemen— 
Duties of Conductor. 


Two decisions were handed down in 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals here Monday of particular interest 
to railway employes and passengers. 

Mrs. Alline A. Dixon sued the North- 
ern Pacific Railway Co. for damages for 
the death of her son, a fireman, killed 
on an accident due to the negligence of 
a telegraph operator who falsely re- 
ported that a train.had not passed his 
station. The defense contended that 
the operator was a fellow-employe of 
the fireman and, as one employe cannot 
collect damages ffom an employer when 
the injury is due to the carelessness of a 
fellow-employe, the company claimed it 
was not liable. The Court upheld this 
view and decided for the company. 

Charles A. Brown, a passenger on a 
Rock Island train, sued for damages for 
an injury caused by a rock thrown by 
an intoxicated passenger who had been 
ejected by the conductor. Brown 
claimed that the conductor had not tak- 
en necessary precautions to protect the 
passengers. The Court held that in 
ejecting the objectionable passenger the 
conductor had done all that war °x- 
pected and gave a verdict for the rail- 
road.

WITTE TELLS RUSSIA TO 
BE PREPARED FOR WAR. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—Witte has au- 
thorized the correspondent of the Ne- 
voe Vremya, one of the Russian news- 
papers who has a representative with 
the peace envoys, to cable his paper 
that Russia must be prepared to cun- 
tinue the war. . 

The interview at which the authority 
was given to the Russian newspaper 
man, after the return of M. Witte from 
his visit to the President last Thurs- 
day and Friday. 

When the interview was given Ba- 
ron Rosen was present, and M. Witte 
was in a despondent frame of mind. 
The correspondent asked for an opin- 
ion as to the outlook. M. Witte said: 

“I talked for an hour with the Presi- 
dent. We had much to say to each 
other. 

“And what may I say as to the pros- 
pect?’ asked the correspondent. 

“Cable your paper that Russia must 
be prepared to continue the war,” re- 
plied M. Witte. 

Baron Rosen-here interposed, ‘‘Do you 
think it is well that this should be 
said ?’’ 

‘*Yes,.’’ answered the senior peace en- 
voy. “It fs best that it be told.” 

The absolute truth of the statement 
is beyond question, and, in fact, it 
seems to reflect accurately the belicf 
of the Russians. 

The fact that M. Witte did not make 
the statement over his own name, 
moreover, robs it of the appearance of 
any attempt at diplomatic maneuvering 
or bluff, such as was ascribed to him 
in connection with the interviews that 
he gave last week. 

The fact is, therefore, that with the 
assembling of the peace envoys on the 
ground where their deliberations are 
to be held, there is a frank feeling on 
the part of the Russians that the con- 
ference is to come to naught, and this 
because Japan, in her pride of conquest, 
will demand a higher price of peace 
than Russia is content to pay.

NEW YORK. Aug. 7.—Sir Patrick 
Manson, K. C. M. G., the eminent Brit- 
ish scientist who discovered that the 
mosquito was the host of the malarial 
germ, today declared: 

“Next to whisky, mosquitoes are the 
to mankind.’ 
with Lady Manson, is in 
New York en route to San Francisco, 
and discussed mosquitoes and the yel- 
low fever condition. 

“The stegomylia, which carries the yel- 
low fever germ: the anopheles, which 
carries the malaria germ, and the ordi- 
nary culex, the familiar pest, which 
carries the germ of many diseases—all 
are dangerous and should be extermi- 
nated. 

“The danger from the stegomyia and 
the anopheles is well known; but it is 
not, perhaps, so well known that the 
common mosquito is a great transmitter 
of disease germs, and that many deaths 
result from poison injected into the pa- 
tient by its bite. Take no chance, but 
keep all mosquitoes out of your homes 
and business places.”

He admitted that 
he was the same man and told of hav- 
ing rented a room at her house last 
Thursday, after the others had been 
locked up. He ran out and escaped. He 
pawned the clothes, he said, and went 
to Chicago and remained there until 
Sunday.

The statement of Street Commissioner Valliant, 
published in Saturday’s Post-Dispatch, that “two 
years hence there will not be a deathtrap grade 
crossing in St. Louis if the present plans of the 
city administration are carried out,” will be good 
news for all St. Louisans. Mr. Valliant says the 
railroad companies show a disposition to co-operate 
with the city authorities in this much-needed work 


of improvement. 

As the Post-Dispatch pointed out a few days ago, 
Chicago is rapidly abolishing the grade crossing, 
both in the city and suburbs. It is estimated that 


the improvement will save the railroads entering 


that city about $5,000,000 a year. 

The Post-Dispatch has persistently advocated the 
abolition of the deathtraps at the grade crossings 
for years. It will be to the credit of the Wells ad- 
ministration and a victory for the Post-Dispatch if 
the pledges now made shall be carried out. 

In planning for the viaducts and track depres- 
sions that will be needed, it should not be forgotten 
that this is a permanent work and should be done 
in such a way that the city will not be disfigured.

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LIVES ARE BEING SAVED. 

Contributors to the Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and 
Free Ice Fund will read with peculiar satisfaction 
the almost daily reports of lives of babies being 
saved through this excellent charity. Baby Clara 
Krutel, whose picture appeared in Saturday’s Post- 
Dispatch, is one of many little ones snatched from 
death's clutches by being fed with pure milk. 

The pasteurized milk method of lessening infant 
mortality, originated in New York by Nathan 
Straus, is now interesting the medical authorities 
in the cities of Great Britain. In a paper recently 
read by Mr. Straus before the British Medical Asso- 
ciation, he said that his investigations had shown 
that “no plague had ever yielded so dreadful a crop 
of disease as that which results from the seeds of 
contagion taken into the infant system by the mil- 
lions of noxious bacteria developed in milk.” 

No method of fighting this disease, which carries 
off so many little children annually, is known ex- 
cept the substitution of pure milk for that which 
is tainted. Mr. Straus says: “Neither a slight fall 
in the average summer temperature, nor cleaner 
streets and better regulated tenements, will greatly 
abate the prevalence of acute sickness, if feeding 
bottles contain the germs of disease.” 

The Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund is approaching 
tle thousand-dollar mark. Its generous support will 
insure a large decrease in the record of infant mor-

Drownings From Upset Boats. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
The Post-Dispatch can do a good serv- 
ice to the public by frequent mention of 
the fact that a capsized boat will sup- 
port as many from drowning as it will 
carry when not capsized. The boat 
must be turned right side up in the 
water, and nv matter how little of it 
stands out of water, all the late occu- 
pants have to do is to keep their bodies 
weil down in the water and head out 
and grasp the gunwale (edge) of the 
buat with one or both hands until aid 
comes to them. They shouid not all get 
on one side. but try to distribute the 
weight all around the edge of the boat 
—and it will require no strength to 
hang on for an hour, if necessary 

The writer has been capsized in 
Delaware River many times and fre- 
qgueutly had among his crew men who 
could not swim a stroke and in all the 
“upsets’’ never lost one life or was 
there the sligitest danger of losing one 
at any time. A row or a sail boat car- 
rying no dead ballast cannot sink. A 
metallic bout without airtight compart- 
ments fore and aft will promptly go to 
the bottom when filled with water, but 
a wooden boat without dead ballast— 
never. And it is surprising how little 
buoyancy is recuired to keep a human 
| being afloat, and if people who are up- 
get would only stay in the water and 
hang onto the boat instead of trying to 
climb in it. or leave it to swim ashore, 
there would be no deaths from the Cap- 
sizing of boats.

Genius Is Insanity? 


By Cesare Lombroso. 
The true normal man is not the man 
of letters or of learning, but the man 
who works and eats. 


The lunatic, among barbarous people, 
is feared and adored by masses, who 
often confide to him supreme authority. 

In modern times the same conviction 
has been preserved, but in a form, it 
must be confessed, altogether disad- 
vantageous to genius. Not only i§ fame 
(but until recent years even liberty) 
denied to men of genius during their 
lives, but even the means of subsistence. 
After death they receive monuments 
and rhetoric by way of compensation. 
And why is this? Neither the jealousy 
of rivals nor the envy of mediocre men 
is enough to explain it. The reason is 
that if we leave out certain great 
statesmen (though there are exceptions, 
Bismarck, for example), men of genius 
arc lacking in tact, in moderation, in 
the sense of practical life, in the vir- 
tues which are alone recognized as real 
by the masses, and which alone are use- 
ful in social affairs. Good sense travels 
on the well-worn paths; genius never. 
And that is why the crowd, not alto- 
gether without reason, is so ready to 
treat great men as lunatics. 


It has. been objected to me that my 
studies of genius are deficient in utility. 
To this I might reply with Taine that 
it is not always necessary that the true 
should be useful. Yet numerous prac- 
tical applications arise out of these re- 
searches; they furnish us with explana- 
tions of those strange religious insani- 
ties which become the nucleus of his- 
torical events. 


The examination of productions of the 
insane supply us with new sources of 
analysis and.criticism for the study of 
genius in art and literature; and. above 
all, these data bring an important ele- 
ment to the solution of penal questions. 
for they overthrow forever that preju- 
dice by virtue of which only those are 
declared insane, and therefore irrespon- 
sible, whoge reason has entirely de- 
parted, a prejudice which has handed 
thousands of irresponsible creatures to 
the executioner. — 

They show us, lastly, that literary 
madness is not only a curious psychiat- 
ric singularity but a special form. of in- 
Sanity, which hides impulses the more 
dangerous because not easy to perceive, 
a form of insanity. which, like religious 
insanity, may be transformed into a his- 
torical event.
